THE POLICY GF “ DRIF1.”

In these days, when we find the Open 
Doorites and advocates of the Spheres of In- 
fluence violently opposing each other in the 
ndvocacy of their respective policies but 
uniting in the opinion that England must 
“do something,” and do it at once, that she 
must Inay down a decided policy and re- 
solutely adhere to it, it may be worth while 
considering whether after all there may not 
’ be something to be said in favour of 
‘sitting tight” and preserving freedom of 
action for contingencies na they arise. This 
is usually spoken of as a policy of drift, and 
it is the correct thing to profess contempt 
for it, but when the current is favourable 
one may do worse than drift along with it. 
And notwithstanding all the Jeremiads of 
the past two or three yenrs and the “ good 
“hearty denunciations of Lord SaLiszuRyY ” 
that have been indulged in by excitable 
Jingoes, it must be confessed that the re- 
bot cent current of events it: China has not been 
i unfavourable to British interests. Man- 
4 churia has passed urider Russian influence, 
. certainly, and is possibly destined to become 
/ i Russian province, but there is nothing in 
that ‘tu cause surprise or distress amongst 
Englishman. Expansion of Russia in that 
direction was foreseen as a possibility a 
r couple of centuries «s0; the possibility

perforce stop. The ‘Times, which until the 
other day was all in favour of bolstering up 
China, now recognises that the country is 
breaking up, and‘a similar conversion, we 
note, has taken place in the N.C. |Daily 
News. The preservation of the integrity of 
China by Grent Britain was from the outset 
an unworkable and absurd policy, and we 
are glad tu see that it has at last been 
dropped by its chief exponents in the home 
and China press. But judging from the 
telegram in another column the Times is 
still of opinion that we ought to “ do some- 
“hing” and doit speedily. The Times having 
itself been soffar wrong before in its judgment 
of what that something ought to be, it might 
have occurred to it that it might be prudent 
to wait a little longer and let events 
mature still further. There is no need 
to Ixy down a definite policy, proclaim 
it to the world, and court powerful op- 
position, when the course of events is na- 
turally ruuning in our favour. China is 
breaking up, as the Times says, but England 
need not join in hastening the process and 
thereby possibly prevent the destrable recon- 
struction that is already almost in sight. 
With Manchuria lopped off China, and 
Chihli lying at the mercy of Russia, it will 
become necessugy to remove the capital, and 
Nanking will probably be the site selected. 


‘With the capital situated within our own 


sphere of influence we will thdn be able to 
exercise a more direct and effective influ- 
ence than we could ever have done at Pek- 
ing and will be able to play in China the 
beneficent part we have done in Egypt. In 
the meantime England’s policy is to “ sit 
“tight and keep her head cool. The Times 
and the wv. ¢. Daily News may agitate for 
the “open door” one day and for “spheres of 
“ mfluence” the next, and our Pas con- 
temporary may keep up its “ good hearty 
“ len ieialteus. of Ford SALISBURY,” but 
the veteran statesman seems to have a weil 
balanced: grip of the China question and 
will see it safely through.

CEBU OCCUPIED. 


{FROM OUK CORRESPONDENT]. 
Mania, 28th Hebruary. 

The transport St. Paul is expected to leave 
for the south to-morrow, carrying a battalion of 
he California Volunteers under Major Sime. 
Col. Smith, the commanding officer of the regi- 
ment, is believed to have been named for the 
government representative of military affairs 
and civil administration. The news is not yet 
confirmed at headquarters, but indications point 
to Negros as destination of the men now pre- 
paring for departure. 

After being the guests of the United States 
Government for more than a week, the com- 
missioners from Bakolok, the capital city of the 
island of Negros, are about to return. They 
have been closely questioned as regards the in- 
tentions of the mass of Negros people, how far 
advanced their Government is to-day, and what 
they expect to have in the future under the 
dominion of the Americans. The four meu 
here are intelligent, well behaved Visayanos, 
keen observers, and evince great interest in 
everything American. From the first Negros 
has never been strongly in favour of Aguinaldo, 
though the inbabitants fought under his flag 
and drove out the Spaniards. On the 6th of last 
November the Spanish evacuation of Bakolok 
took place. On the 7th, the next day, the 
Negros local Guvernment was formed, and three 
days later two Commissioners from the Malolos 
Government arrived and set up the same form 
as existed in Luzon, appointing also some Ta- 
galog officers in addition to those already in 
power. On November 12th, six days after they 
took possession, a communication was sent to 
Captain Glass, of the Charleston, then in Lloilo 
harbour, askiag him to come to Negros and es- 
tablish an American protectorate. ‘his is their 
interpretation of the message, and Captain 
Glass answered saying the matter must be re- 
ferred to the seat of Government before he could

was a great deal of poverty and dense and crass 
ignorance. He supposed that among civilised 
populations the most ignorant and backward 
were to be found in the remote districts of 
Spain. He had travelled among these people, 
and he could give his own impression for what 
it was worth. Although their manners were 
undoubtedly free and independent and easy 
there was no vulgarity among them. He 
thonght the vulgarity of Englishmen was 
due to the slowness, the dullness, the 
poverty of their imagination. It was 
dus to the want of sympathy with other 
people's feelings and want of sympathy and 
appreciation of other people’s ideas. This 
poverty of spirit, this want of appreciation of 
the sublime and of the magnificent, had worked 
untold mischief in the history of the empire. 
It lost as the American colonies. The men of that 
day had no souls to realise the magnificent and 
princely heritage which they had in North 
America. He proceeded-to give a few instances 
of the working of this defect of character in 
our home and colonial policy, taking first the 
question of Egypt. Here he said they occupied 
an utterly falso—he would not say immoral— 
position before the world. Years ago they 
pledged themselves to remove their troops from 
Egypt and they had not carried ont that pledge. 
This was because their Government and their 
politicians could never make up their minds 
betwoen two opposite and contrasted lines of 
policy in Egypt. The first of these was 
what he might call the “hands off and concert 
of Kurope” poliey. ‘hat was a teuable line of 
policy and a practical policy, but they did not 
adopt it. The next line of policy which any 
reasonable statesman would have adepted was 
what they now called the imperialistic policy. 
The lecturer proceeded to give instances of 
yacillation and lack of foresight on the part 
of the British Government in connection 
with other portions .of the African con- 
tinent. He said that for a long period 
of years it was perfectly clear to every: 
thinking man that the position of the Port- 
uguese in Delagoa Bay must become a sharp 
thorn in the side of British progess in South 
Africa. The Portuguese set no store on it 
themselves and at one time would have accepted 
a very small sum in compensation. Lord Carn- 
arvon, one of the best Colonial Ministers they 
ever had, undertook to buy the olaims of Portu- 
gal out of Delagoa Bay for a sum which was 
never publicly mentioned in the House of Com- 
mons he thonght, but which it was generally 
understood wouldbe under a hundred thousand 
pounds. But the- Government would not rise 
to the occasion, and now he supposed they would 
be very glad to give the Portuguese a million or 
a couple of millions for Delagoa Bay. Speaking 
about Russian progress in Central Asia, the 
Jeoturer said that personally he thought.

PROPOSED CHANGE OF ROOMS. 

On Saturday evening an extraordinary gen- 
eral meeting of members of the Institution of 
Engineers and Shipbuilders of Hongkong was 

‘held for the purpose of considering a proposal 
‘to remove to other and more convenient pre- 
mises. There wasa good attendance. Mr. D. 
Gillies (President of the Institution) oocupied 
the chair, and he was spuported by Mr. J. W 
Kinghorn (chairman of the committee) and 
Mr. W. 8S. Bailey (hon. seoretary). 

The CHAIRMAN explained the object for 
which the meeting het been called and dealt 
with the inconvenience of the present premires. 
Headded thatthe committee had inspected agreat 


“many buildings in Hong kong, and had come to 


the conclusion that none of the buildings they 
had seen would suit their purpose better than 
the premises now occupied by Messrs. Siemssen 
and Co. ‘They proposed to take a lease of the 
first floor. The site of the new premises had 
everything to recommend it. In conclusion he 
proposed :— That the managing committee of 
this Institute be and is hereby empowered to 
lease the premises now occupied by Messrs. 
Siomssen and Co. from Mr. Chater at the 
monthly rental of $350 and to make the best 
arrangements possible for sub-letting the pre- 
sent rooms to one or more suitable tenants.’

Ricksha coolies are not easily indnoed 
to take one out along it at night unless there is 
more than one going out at once, and sometimes 
they will refuse point blank to proceed, even 
after coming all the way from the Clock Tower, 
referring to sucrifica the first half of their 
are rather than proceed past the kerosine 
works. If induced to go on they will throw 
constant furtive glances at the shrubbery along 
. the side of the road. About three weeks before 
-last China New Year, when going out along 
this way at about 9 p.m. a crowd of men who 
ware loafing in the middle of the roadway, some 
little distance past the Metropole Hotel, crowded 
round my ricksha, one or two banding forward 
to sorutinize me, although it was a bright moon- 
light night and they could easily see that I was 
a foreigner.

‘Schurman (as reported in a telegram dated 
Washington, 16th January, and published in 
the San Francisco Chronicle) that the object of 
the Philippines Commission is “solely for the 
purpose of acquiring information concerning 
the social considerations obtaining in the islands. 
It will make no recommendations as to govern- 
mental forms or methods. Its purpose is 
educational solely.”

“The Commission would sit in Manila and 
hear the testimony of witnesses from all classes 
of the communities in order to advise as to the 
best mode of government to be adopted in the 
Islands.

The Courrier d Haiphong has a long article 
headed “The English friendship” which opens 
with the yuestion “ Could we become friends 
with the English?’ and proceeds to discuss 
the relations of the two nations in various parts 

- of the world, namely, Madagascar, China, New- 
foundland, the Sudan, and Indo-China. We 
translate the following passages :— 

In China England strives to thwart our ac- 
tion and to ruin our influeuce. At the Court 
of Peking the English Minister loses no occa- 

‘sion of protesting against the advantages 
accorded- to France. Do we obtain a ter- 
ritorial or railway concession, forthwith Eng- 
land protests. Her rights are violated, her 
influence diminished, eto. etc. Always the 
same song, the whole world ought to belong to 
the English. Let us recall a recent incident, 
that of Shanghai. _Thero existed in the French 
Concession a Chinese cemetery where in recent 
years seven or eight hundred corpses in badly 
jointed coffins had accumulated. We had 
-asked for and obtained the removal of this:foous 
‘of epidemics. But China wished to re- 
tain the ownership of the cemetery; France 
consented to this on condition that her Con. 
cession was enlarged by an area equival- 
ent to that of the cemetery. “What could be 
more just? The Chinese Government con- 
‘sented, bat the English still protested and 
the Court of Peking took back its word. We 
gee in this deplorable affair the hand of Lord 
Charles Beresford, charged with a pretended 
commercial mission to China and who filled the 
Far. East with the noise of iis warlike speeches 
‘and his suspicious negotiations with the Chinese 
authorities:

England acts ou this prin- 
ciple in her international relations, which 
are based on a ferocious egotism. The English 
alliance would be more than a deception, it 
would -be a plague for France. Let us nevor 
forget these monstrous words spoken in London 
after the Fashoda incident :—“‘ Never was thare 
an occasion more favourable for Evgland to 
declare war against France, which would destroy 
French influence throughout the world for 
fifty years to come.”

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CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


Freehold Mines, Limited, that they, have re-| 


ceived the following telegram from the Mines:— 
“ Mill ran 24 days crashing 590 tons of stone 
for a yield of 294 ozs, of retorted gold.” 

The Secretary of the Punjom Mining Co., 
Limited, advises us that he has received the 
following telegram from the mines, giving the 
result of the February clean up:—“ The mill 
ran 27 days, crushing 2,750 tons, yielding 173 
ozs. of smelted gold. The gold won by cyanid- 
ing is estimated to value £27 sterling.’ ;

P.8, Ritchie was on duty on the 
Canton wharf when he saw defendant go on to 
the steamer carrying a bundle. Being sus- 
picious of the contents, he examined them and 
found that they were letters. On the woman 
being taken to the Central Police Station she 
was found to have quite a number of letters 
concealed about her person. She was convey- 
ing about 500 letters altogether. She was 
fined $100, or two months. © 

At the Magistracy on the 8th March a coolie 
was charged with stealing clothes from No. 8, 
Tai Wo Street, on Tuesday night. Several 
petty thefts have been committed in the locality 
recently, and seeing defendant loitering about 
Tai Wo Street P.C. Kerr became suspicious 
and kept him in view, he watching from one 
end of the street and P.C. Terrett from the 
other. After a time defendant was seen to get 
a bamboo pole, with which he reached some 
clothing from the verandah of No. 8. The 
constables then seized him and took him to the 
Police Station. Defendant, who had been pre- 
viously convicted, was sentenced to three months’ 
hard lebour. 


During the last few days reports have been 
in circulation to the effect that the Military 
Authorities were negotiating for the purchase 
of the Peak Hotel and that the transaction was 
practically closed. On enquiry we learn that 
matters have not gone quite so far as that, 
no formal negotiations having as yet been 
opened, but from the existence of the rumour 
it may be inferred that there is something 
in the air. In view of the popular dissatisfac- 
tion caused by the transfer of the Mount 
Austin Hotel tothe military it is to be assumed 
that the public would desire to preserve the 
Peak Hotel, and if so it might be prudent to 
take steps to that effect while there is yet time, 
for if the matter is deferred it may,as in the case 
of the Mount Austin, be closed suddenly without 
giving time to float a Company to take over 
the property. We understand that both the 
Peak Hotel and Craigieburn are now paying 
handsomely. The proprietors are naturally not 
influenced by sentimental considerations and are 
prepared either to continue to run the establish- 
ments on their present basis or to sell to the Mil. 
itary or to the public if offers are received that 
make it worth their while to sell. Should the pre- 
sent reports prove to have no foundation in fact, 
itmay nevertheless be taken for granted thatif it 
the Peak Hotel is allowed to continue in private 
ownership the Military aythorities will sooner 
or later make a bid for it, and possibly also for 
Craigieburn.
